inches and spoke about the 
adequacy of the lines going 
into the development. He 
also assured the board that 
storm drains would be 
installed. These comments 
seemed to be directed to the 
local residents that had 
expressed concern over the 
water pressure. 

Mr. Ali presented a chart 
that indicated his project 
would not interfere with 
land designation as “wood- 
lands” or a “flood plain.” 
The attorney concluded his 
remarks by advising’ the 
board that Waltz Road was 
considered a Class B road 
and this met the require- 
ments of the development. 

Clerk Bowers raised the 
issue of similar sounding 
names for street signs and 
Mr. Ali’s attorney respond- 
ed they considered that a 
minor issue and would be 
willing to change the 
names. He joked that they 
may need to reconsider 
“Bowers Street.” 

Clerk Bowers also men- 
tioned that Mr. Ali was on 
the staff of Hennesse 
Engineering who is the eng- 
ineer for the township and 
this was a conflict of inter-

est. To this the attorney 
agreed and indicated Mr. 
Ali would be willing to 
work with any firm the 
township chose. 

Trustee Adkins expressed 
concern about several lots 
having the backyard or side 
yards facing Waltz Road. 
The response from the attor- 
ney was agreement to pro- 
vide a “green belt” or suit- 
able landscaping to obscure 
the view from Waltz Road. 

Regarding the wager 
pressure issue, the board 
asked the DPW Director 
Ron Tabor to comment on 
the citizen’s complaints of 
low water pressure.

The only exception to the 
state Construction Code is 
school buildings. Every day 
we send our children to school 
expecting their safety.

The bill 
would prohibit the construc- 
tion, remodeling, or recon- 
struction of a school building 
until written approval of plans 
and specifications has been 
obtained from the Bureau of 
Construction Codes.
